Times of Cuba, containing an account of 


the m onum ent whieh the 161st is build­ 
ing in Cuba under the direction of Col. 
V. M, Backus, 
The paper Bays: 


The inhabitants of this island for four 
hundred years have erected monu­ 
ments for various purposes, but it re­ 
mained for an American to erect a 
monument, partly for the country that 
he calls home and partly to commem­ 
orate a regim ent of which he is proud 
to belong. 


Lieutenant Colonel V. M. Backus, of 
the 161st Indiana Volunteer Infantry, 


is the patriot who is spending his time 
and money that the Indiana soldiers 


will not by forgotten after they have 
departed for their homes and been 


mustered out of service. 
For some 
days this officer has had the wagons of 


his regiment hauling many load* of the 
besutiful coral stones that line the 


beach in unlim ited quantities. 
In this 
regiment are eight stone mason* of 
skill, who have been busily engaged in 


cutting these huge stoner to a suitable 
size for the base of the proposed m onu­ 


ment. 
This base will be 2 0 feet square 
of solid stone, and four feet high. 
On 


top of this will be a second base, 1 2 feet 
square, also solid, and three feet high 


Od top of the upper base a shaft 14 feet 
in height, with a five feet base and 
three feet top, will ornam ent this unique 


memento of the occupation of Cuba by 
the United States army, in general, and 


the Indiana regiment in particular. 
This monument which is within the 
lines of the Indiana camp, is the first 
one to be erected by our soldiers on 
foreign shore.

“ So much harm has te en done to 
voices by allowing the m onth to become 
the regular air passage that the need of 
care cannot be tex) frequently empha­ 
sized. 
Besides the injury done by the 
unwarmed air entering the lungs the 
mucous membrane is hardened by the 
saliva being dried up, and the muscles 
of the tongue and throat grow stiff and 
less responsive.
